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GEORGE  the  Fourth,  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  King, 
Defender  of  the  Faith  and  soforth,  to  all  unto  whom 
these  Presents  shall  come  greeting.  Whereas  our 
Royal  Father  and  predecessor  King  George  the  Third 
of  blessed  memory,  duly  considering  that  the  regula- 
tion of  the  Profession  of  Surgery  was  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  the  public,  and  highly  necessary  to  the 
welfare  of  mankind,  and  that  the  public  sustained  great 
injury  from  the  defects  in  the  system  of  surgical 
education  in  Ireland,  and  that  the  regularly  edu- 
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cated  Surgeons  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  in  our  King- 
dom of  Ireland,  (who  had  become  a numerous  and 
considerable  body)  found  themselves  incompetent,  from 
the  want  of  a Charter,  to  establish  a liberal  and  extensive 
system  of  surgical  education  in  our  said  kingdom,  by  his 
Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  11th  day  of  February, 
in  the  24th  year  of  his  Reign,  did  erect,  found,  and 
establish  a College  or  Corporation  of  Surgeons  in  the 
City  of  Dublin,  by  the  name  of  “ The  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  in  Ireland.”

And  whereas  the  wise  and  benevolent  design  and 
intention  of  our  Royal  Father  has,  from  that  period 
to  the  present  day,  had  the  most  beneficial  influence, 
by  improving  the  Profession  of  Surgery,  and  thus  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  the  nation  at  large,  and  particularly 
by  providing  a sufficient  number  of  properly  educated 
surgeons,  as  well  for  the  service  of  the  Public  in  general 
as  for  that  of  our  Army  and  Navy. 

And  whereas  we  are  graciously  pleased  to  approve 
of  the  said  institution  and  foundation,  and  conceiving 
that  certain  alterations  may  be  made  in  said  Charter, 
so  as  to  constitute  a Corporation  in  our  said  City  of 
Dublin,  consisting  of  regular,  able,  learned,  and  ex- 
perienced practitioners  in  surgery,  endowed  with  powers, 
jurisdictions  and  privileges,  convenient  and  requisite 
for  enforcing  a due  course  of  regular  education  for  the 
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apprentices  and  students  of  surgery,  previous  to  their 
tendering  themselves  to  the  College  for  examination, 
and  further  empowering  the  Corporation  to  create  a 
fund  (payable  by  their  members,  licentiates,  appren- 
tices, and  others  applying  for  instruction  and  examina- 
tion) sufficient  for  keeping  the  several  buildings  and 
schools  of  the  said  College  in  proper  repair,  enlarging 
them  when  required,  and  supplying  the  library  and 
museum  , thereof  with  suitable  books  and  anatomical 
preparations,  as  well  as  for  discharging  all  salaries  and 
defraying  all  other  expenses  which  the  said  College  may 
incur.  Know  ye,  therefore,  that  we,  of  our  special 
grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  humble  petition  of  the  President  and 
Members  of  said  Corporation  in  College  assembled, 
presented  to  our  right  trusty  and  entirely  beloved 
cousin  and  counsellor,  Richard,  Marquis  Wellesley, 
our  late  Lieutenant-General  and  General  Governor  of 
Ireland ; and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our 
light  trusty  and  entirely  beloved  cousin  and  counsellor, 
Henry  William,  Marquis  of  Anglesey,  K.  G.,  our  now 
Lieutenant-General  and  General  Governor  of  that  part 
of  our  said  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  called  Ireland  ; and  upon  the  surrender  made 
by  the  said  President  and  Members  of  the  aforesaid 
Letters  Patent,  granted  by  our  Royal  Father,  which  we 
have  graciously  accepted,  and  according  to  the  tenor  and 
effect  of  our  Letters  under  our  Privy  Signet  and  Royal 
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Sign  Manual,  bearing  date  at  our  Court,  at  Windsor, 
the  second  day  of  June,  1828,  in  the  ninth  year  of  our 
reign,  and  now  enrolled  in  the  Rolls  of  our  High  Court 
of  ChanGery  of  Ireland,  have  granted,  ordained,  consti- 
tuted, and  appointed,  and  by  these  Presents,  for  us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  do  grant,  ordain,  constitute  and 
appoint  James  Henthorn,  Rawdon  M‘Namara,  John 
Hart,  George  Renny,  Francis  White,  Robert  Moore  Peile, 
Robert  Barlow,  William  Corbet,  Francis  L’Estrange, 
Francis  Hopkins,  Michael  Molony,  John  Morton,

hereinafter  directed,  to  be  for  ever  a body  politic  and 
corporate,  and  which,  at  all  times  hereafter  shall  consist  of 
a President,  Vice-President,  and  Commonalty,  and  shall 
be  called  by  the  name  of  “ The  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons in  Ireland,”  and  by  the  aforesaid  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  and  may  for  ever 
hereafter,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  before  all  manner 
of  justices  in  all  courts,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions 
and  suits  ; and  also,  that  they  and  their  successors  by 
the  same  name  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  for  ever, 
able  and  capable  in  law,  to  hold,  purchase,  enjoy,  and 
take  a hall,  with  convenient  appurtenances  ; and  also 
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any  other  buildings,  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  here- 
ditaments, wheresoever  situate,  not  exceeding  the  yearly 
rent  or  value  of  two  thousand  pounds  sterling  ; and  also, 
obligations,  goods  and  chattels,  and  all  other  things  of 
what  nature,  name  and  quality  the  same  may  be  ; and 
also,  to  grant,  demise,  alien,  assign,  and  dispose  of 
certain  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  rents,  goods 
and  chattels,  and  enforce  and  sue  upon  said  obligations 
and  to  do  and  execute  all  other  things  lawful,  necessary 
and  convenient  for  the  common  profit  of  the  said  Col- 
lege ; and  also,  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  for  ever  hereafter  have  a Common  Seal,  which  shall 
always  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President 
of  the  said  College  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  College,  lawfully 
convened,  or  the  major  part  of  the  Members  thereof,  for 
the  time  being,  present  at  such  meeting,  to  break,  alter, 
change,  or  make  void,  the  said  Seal,  from  time  to  time, 
as  shall  seem  requisite  and  fit. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  Members  of  the  said  Corporation, 
from  time  to  time,  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  to 
elect,  choose  and  appoint  by  ballot,  one  Member  from 
amongst  themselves  to  be  President,  and  one  other 
Member  from  amongst  themselves  to  be  Vice-President, 
and  six  other  Members  from  amongst  themselves  to  be 
Censors,  and  to  elect,  choose  and  appoint  twelve  other 
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Members  from  amongst  themselves  to  be  the  Court  ot 
Assistants  of  the  said  College ; and  also,  to  elect  such 
number  of  persons,  being  Licentiates,  and  qualified  as 
herein  mentioned,  as  they  shall  think  fit,  to  be  of  the 
aforesaid  Commonalty,  and  members  of  said  College  ; 
the  said  President,  Vice-President,  Censors,  and  twelve 
Assistants,  to  be  continued  in  their  said  respective 
offices  for  such  time  as  is  hereafter  set  forth  ; and  said 
Members  of  the  Commonalty  to  be  and  continue  during 
life,  unless  removed  for  misbehaviour. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Vice- 
President  so  elected  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Pre- 
sident, have  all  and  singular  the  same  powers  and 
authorities  ks  the  said  President  should  have  if  per- 
sonally present ; and  also,  that  in  all  votes,  ballots, 
scrutinies,  or  divisions  of  the  College,  or  its  Courts  of 
Censors  or  Assistants,  the  President  or  Vice-President 
being  chairman,  or  whoever  shall  be  chairman  in  their 
absence,  shall  not  vote,  except  there  be  an  equality  of 
voices,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  a casting  vote. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Vice-President  and  Censors,  or  any  two  of 
them,  with  six  or  more  of  the  Members  of  the  said 
College  for  the  time  being,  when,  and  as  often  as  the 
said  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
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shall  think  fitting,  or  upon  a request  made  in  writing 
to  him  by  twelve  or  more  members,  to  hold  courts  and 
assemblies,  in  order  to  treat  and  consult  about  the  state 
and  governmeutof  the  said  College,  and  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  thereof,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President, 
Censors,  and  Members  so  assembled,  to  make,  ordain, 
constitute,  establish,  ratify,  and  confirm,  alter,  annul, 
revoke,  or  abrogate,  from  time  to  time,  such  bye-laws, 
ordinances,  rules  and  constitutions  as  to  them  shall 
seem  requisite  for  the  regulation,  government  and  ad- 
vantage of  the  said  body,  and  the  application  and 
administration  of  the  funds  and  property  thereof,  or 
touching  or  concerning  qualifications  of  Candidates  for  - 
Letters  Testimonial,  the  enrolment,  registry,  matricula- 
tion, admission,  and  examination  of  Members,  Pupils, 
Students,  and  Apprentices,  the  fees  to  be  payable  by 
them,  and  every  of  them,  to  the  said  College,  or  to  any 
Member  or  Licentiate  thereof,  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  admission,  on  taking  them  or  any  of  them  ; and  also, 
for  inflicting  upon  all  and  every  delinquent  or  offender, 
whether  Apprentice,  Pupil,  Member,  or  Licentiate,  such 
reasonable  pains,  penalties,  and  punishments  by  censure, 
suspension,  amotion,  or  fine,  as  to  them,  the  said  Pre- 
sident, Vice-President,  and  Members,  or  the  majority  of 
them  so  convened,  shall  seem  meet,  provided  such 
pecuniary  penalty  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  case,  the 
sum  of  fifty  pounds,  and  so  as  such  bye-laws,  rules,  and 
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constitutions  be  agreeable  to  the  laws  and  statutes  of 
our  realm,  and  be  communicated  to  the  Members  of  said 
College  at  large,  lawfully  for  that  purpose  convened  by 
summons,  and  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  majority 
of  the  Members  present  when  so  convened. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  our  said 
well  beloved  subject,  Cusack  Roney,  be  first  President 
of  said  College  ; that  the  said  William  Auchinleck  be 
first  Vice-President  of  said  College;  and  that  the  said 
Samuel  Wilmot,  James  William  Cusack,  Rawdon 
McNamara,  Francis  White,  Arthur  Jacob,  and  William 
Henry  Porter  be  the  first  six  Censors  of  said  College  of 
Surgeons  ; and  that  the  said  Abraham  Colles,  Andrew 
Johnston,  Thomas  Hewson,  Alexander  Read,  Charles 
Johnson,  Maurice  Collis,  Thomas  Rumley,  Robert 
Adams,  William  Tagert,  Robert  Harrison,  James 
O’Beirne,  and  Ephraim  McDowel,  be  the  first  twelve 
Assistants,  each  of  them  to  continue  from  the  day  of 
the  date  of  these  our  Letters  Patent,  until  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1829,  and 
from  and  after  the  said  day,  until  some  other  meet 
sufficient  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  be  elected 
and  sworn  into  the  said  respective  offices  of  President, 
Vice-President,  and  Assistants,  if  they  respectively  shall 
so  long  live,  or  be  not  removed. 


And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  it  shall  and 
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may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Censors  of  the  College  afore- 
said, or  any  two  of  them,  to  give  and  administer  unto 
the  said  first  President,  his  personal  oath  on  the  Holy 
Evangelists,  or  (if  of  the  people  called  Quakers  or 
Seceders,)  his  solemn  affirmation,  well,  truly,  and  faith- 
fully to  attend  and  execute  the  said  office  or  place  of 
President  of  the  said  College  ; and  also,  full  power  and 
authority  unto  the  said  first  President,  after  he  shall  be 
so  sworn,  to  give  and  administer  unto  the  said  Censors, 
and  the  said  Vice-President,  and  to  all  and  every  person 
and  persons  whomsoever  to  be  constituted  by  these 
our  Letters  Patent,  Officers  or  Members  of  the  said 
College,  his  and  their  like  corporal  oaths  on  the  Holy 
Evangelists,  or  (if  of  the  people  called  Quakers  or 
Seceders,)  his  an.fi  their  solemn  declaration  and  affirma- 
tion, well,  truly  and  faithfully  to  attend  and  execute  his 
and  their  several  and  respective  office  or  offices,  place 
or  places,  duty  or  duties,  and  that  the  succeeding  Pre- 
sident and  Vice-Presidents,  before  he  or  they  shall  enter 
into  the  said  office  or  offices  respectively,  shall  respec- 
tively take  an  oath,  or  (if  of  the  people  called  Quakers  or 
Seceders,)  his  or  their  declaration  and  affirmation  to  the 
same  purport  and  effect  as  that  hereby  appointed  to  be 
taken  by  the  President  before  the  next  preceding 
President,  or  before  the  next  preceding  Censors,  or  any 
two  of  them  ; and  the  Censors  so  to  be  elected  as  herein- 
after directed,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  before  they  shall 
enter  on  their  respective  offices,  take  such  respective 
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oaths  or  declarations  and  affirmations  as  aforesaid, 
before  the  President  or  Vice-President  for  the  time 
being,  or  before  the  next  preceding  President  or 
Vice-President,  or  any  two  of  the  next  preceding 
Censors  and  the  Assistants,  so  to  be  elected  as  herein- 
after directed,  from  time  to  time,  shall  likewise,  before 
they  or  any  of  them  enter  on  their  respective  offices, 
take  the  oath  or  declaration  and  affirmation  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  be  taken  by  them  before  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  or  any  two  of  the  Censors  for  the  time  being, 
which  oath  or  declaration  and  affirmation  the  said  Pre- 
sident, Vice-President,  and  Censors,  or  any  two  of  such 
Censors,  are  hereby  respectively  required  and  em- 
powered to  administer ; and  also,  to  administer  to  all  and 
every  person  and  persons  whomsoever,  to  be  constituted  by 
these  our  Letters  Patent,  or  hereafter  to  be  elected  Offi- 
cers or  Members  of  the  said  College,  or  to  whom  any  Let- 
ters Testimonial,  Certificate,  or  Diplomashall  be  granted, 
and  their  like  corporal  oaths  on  the  Holy  Evangelists, 
or  declaration  and  affirmation,  well,  truly,  and  faith- 
fully to  attend  and  execute  his  and  their  several  and 
respective  office  or  offices,  place  or  places,  duty  or 
duties. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  said 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Members  of  the  said 
College  lawfully  convened  may,  by  the  majority  of 
votes  of  those  so  convened  and  assembled,  from  time  to 
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time,  elect  and  appoint  a Registrar  or  Secretary,  and 
elect  and  appoint  such  other  officer  or  officers,  servant 
or  servants,  for  such  periods,  and  at  such  salaries,  and 
on  such  terms  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  necessary 
for  the  better  regulation  of  said  College. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Pre- 
sident, Vice-President,  or  any  two  of  the  Censors,  shall, 
upon  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1829,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of 
January  in  every  succeeding  year,  between  the  hours  of 
nine  and  three  of  the  said  day,  or  within  three  days  next 
ensuing,  by  regular  summonses  issued  forty-eight  hours 
previously,  convene  the  Members  of  the  said  College, 
at  the  Hall  of  said  College,  or  other  convenient  place 
within  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  the  said  Members,  or  a 
majority  of  the  Members  there  assembled  shall,  and 
may,  by  ballot,  elect,  choose,  and  appoint,  out  of  the 
Members  of  the  said  College,  by  the  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Members  who  shall  be  so  then  present  and 
assembled,  one  Member  to  be  President,  one  Member  to 
be  Vice-President,  and  six  other  Members  to  be  Censors 
for  the  then  succeeding  year  ; and  then  and  there  also, 
in  like  manner  elect,  choose,  and  appoint  out  of  the 
Members  of  said  College,  twelve  persons  to  be  of  the 
Court  of  Assistants  for  the  then  succeeding  year. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  if  the  said 
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Members  shall  not  be  so  convened  upon  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  or  within  three  days  next  ensuing, 
in  any  year,  or  if  no  election  of  a President,  Vice- 
President,  Censors,  or  Assistants,  or  of  any  of  said 
officers,  shall  be  made  upon  any  first  Monday  of  January, 
or  within  three  days  next  ensuing,  in  any  year,  or  if 
such  elections  being  made,  they  or  any  of  them  shall 
afterwards  become  void,  whether  such  omission  or 
avoidance  shall  happen  through  the  default  of  the  officer 
or  officers  who  ought  to  convene,  or  hold,  or  preside 
at  the  assembly,  when  such  election  or  elections  is  or 
are  to  be  made,  or  by  any  accident  or  other  means 
whatsoever,  the  said  Corporation  shall  not  thereby  be 
deemed  or  taken  to  be  dissolved  or  disabled  from  elect- 
ing such  officer  or  officers  so  omitted  to  be  elected  or 
whose  election  shall  be  avoided,  for  the  future,  but  in 
every  case  where  it  shall  happen  that  an  election  of 
such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  omitted,  or  fail 
to  be  made  pursuant  to  the  directions  and  regulations 
hereinbefore  prescribed,  or  such  election  being  made, 
shall  afterwards  become  void,  as  aforesaid,  the  officer 
or  officers  who  filled  said  office  or  offices  so  failed  or 
omitted  to  be  supplied,  shall  continue  to  fill  said  offices 
for  the  time,  and  the  President,  Vice-President  or  any 
two  of  the  Censors  shall,  on  being  thereto  so  required, 
by  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  any  six  Members  of  said 
Corporation,  by  regular  summons,  issued  six  clear  days 
previously,  convene  the  Members  of  the  said  College,  to 
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the  Hall  of  said  College,  or  other  convenient  place 
within  the  City  of  Dublin,  upon  a day,  and  at  an  hour, 
between  the  hours  of  nine  and  three,  to  be  prefixed  and 
mentioned  in  said  summons,  and  the  said  Members,  or 
majority  of  the  Members  then  assembled  shall,  and 
may,  in  manner  aforesaid,  proceed  to  ballot,  elect, 
hoose,  and  appoint  out  of  the  Members  of  said  College, 
a Member  or  Members  to  fill  and  supply  said  office  or 
offices,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  have  been  so  omitted 
or  failed  to  be  filled  up,  elected  to,  or  supplied,  or 
become  void  for  such  part  of  the  succeeding  year  as 
shall  be  then  to  come  and  unexpired. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  when  and 
so  often  as  the  President,  Vice-President,  or  any  of 
the  Censors  or  Assistants  shall  die,  resign,  or  be  re- 
moved before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  or  other  time 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  to  serve,  then  and 
so  often  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mem- 
bers of  the  said  College,  being  duly  convened  by  like 
summonses,  or  a majority  of  those  who  shall  meet  and 
assemble  for  that  purpose,  to  elect  from  amongst  them- 
selves a President,  Vice-President,  Censor,  or  Assistant, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  Pre- 
sident, Vice-President,  Censor,  or  Assistant  so  dying, 
resigning,  or  being  removed,  and  such  person  being  so 
elected,  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  or 
other  time  for  which  the  said  President,  Vice-President, 
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Censor,  or  Assistant  so  dying,  resigning,  or  being  re- 
moved, was  so  elected  to  serve. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Censors 
of  the  said  College,  or  any  four  or  more  of  them,  together 
with  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  from  time  to  time,  upon  request  made 
to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  to  the  Vice-President, 
or  any  one  of  the  said  Censors,  and  upon  payment  of 
such  fee  or  deposit,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds, 
as  by  any  Bye-Law,  Rule,  or  Regulation  of  the  said  Col- 
lege, duly  made  and  published,  shall  be  required  and 
provided  to  be  paid  and  lodged  with  the  President  or

have  duly  conformed,  observed,  performed,  and  fulfilled 
the  rules,  regulations,  and  enactments  provided  and 
contained  in  the  Bye-Laws  of  said  College,  for  and  in 
respect  of  the  professional  education  of  students  of 
surgery,  not  apprentices,  who  shall  produce  such  docu- 
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ments  and  certificates  as  shall,  by  any  of  said  Bye-Laws, 
be  required  to  prove  and  shew  that  his  professional 
education  has  been  in  all  respects  conformable  and 
agreeable  to  the  provisions  and  enactments  of  said  Bye- 
laws, and  the  rules  of  said  College,  and  who  shall  not 
have  incurred  the  censure  of  said  College  for  misbe- 
haviour and  breach  of  its  laws  or  discipline,  or  having 
incurred  such  censure,  shall  have  purged  and  made 
satisfaction  for  the  same,  according  and  agreeably  to 
said  laws  and  discipline  ; and  if  such  President,  or  in 
his  absence  the  Vice-President,  and  such  four  or  more 
or  the  majority  of  such  President  or  Vice-President  and 
last  mentioned  Censors  shall  be  of  opinion  that  such 
person,  so  examined,  is  duly  qualified  to  practice  sur- 
gery, then  they  or  the  majority  of  them  as  aforesaid, 
shall  give  each  person  so  examined  and  qualified  as 
aforesaid,  such  certificate  or  Letters  Testimonial  of  his 
qualification  to  practise  under  the  Common  Seal  of  the 
said  College,  as  to  the  said  President  and  last  mentioned 
Censors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  seem  reason- 
able and  just,  upon  his  performance  or  compliance  with 
the  following  requisites  and  provisions,  that  is  to  say, 
every  such  person  so  examined  and  approved  of,  shall, 
before  he  shall  obtain  or  be  entitled  to  claim  or  demand 
such  Letters  Testimonial,  or  Certificate,  make  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  oath  or  declaration  and  affirmation  :

and  provisions  in  them,  or  any  of  them,  contained,  or  to 
be  contained,  which  said  bond  or  obligation  the  said 
College  is  hereby  empowered  to  take,  enforce,  and  sue 
upon. 


And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Pre- 
sident, or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President  and  Censors, 
shall,  previous  to  every  such  examination,  take  the 
following  oath  :-That  is  to  say,  “I,  A.  B,  do  solemnly

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BYE-LAWS 


OF  THE 

ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  SURGEONS 

IN  IRELAND- 


SECTION  I. 


general  bye-laws. 


1.  The  common  Seal  of  the  College  shall  be  that  hitherto 
used,  of  which  a fac  simile  is  here  given. 


The  Seal  shall  be  affixed 
to  all  Diplomas  and  other 
public  Acts  of  the  College, 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  the  Vice-President, 
or  two  Members  of  the  Council, 
and  in  accordance  with  a resolu- 
tion of  the  Council. 
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2.  The  Council  shall  meet,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  College  : 
such  meetings  to  be  convened  by  summons.  In  case  of  the 
failure  of  any  meeting  of  Council,  in  consequence  of  the  non- 
attendance  of  a sufficient  number  of  Members,  such  Members 
as  may  be  absent  shall  be  fined,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  College  the  sum  of  five  shillings.  No  excuse  shall  be 
admitted  but  sickness,  or  absence  from  Dublin  for  twenty-four 
hours,  and  no  person  incurring  a fine  shall  be  capable  of  voting 
or  executing  any  office  in  the  College  until  such  fine  shall  have 
been  paid. 

3.  At  general  meetings  of  the  College  all  the  Fellows  shal 
take  their  places  when  the  College  proceeds  to  business,  and 
when  any  Fellow  speaks  he  shall  stand  up  and  address  himself 
to  the  Chairman,  and  the  rest  shall  remain  silent ; and  when 
two  or  more  offer  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Chairman 
shall  determine  who  shall  speak  first;  and  no  Fellow  shall 
speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  question,  unless  in  reply, 
or  to  order,  or  when  called  upon  by  the  President  to  explain. 
At  such  general  meetings  the  College  shall  proceed  to  take 
the  order  or  orders  of  the  day  into  consideration  before  any  new 
matter  be  proposed  or  debated. 

4.  Any  Fellow  who  shall  be  convicted  before  the  Council 
of  having  made  a false  or  corrupt  report,  or  given  a false 
certificate  to  any  Magistrate,  Insurance  Company,  Public 
Board,  or  other  Body,  or  Individual,  respecting  the  state  of 
health  of  any  person,  shall  be  expelled ; and  if  a Licentiate 
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shall  be  so  convicted,  his  Lettei's  Testimonial  shall  be  with- 
drawn. 

5.  Any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  office  in  the 
College  shall  take  the  oath,  or  make  the  affirmation  prescribed 
in  the  Charter  for  such  office,  within  one  month  after  his  election 
or  appointment,  otherwise  such  election  or  appointment  shall 
be  void,  and  the  College  or  Council,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
proceed  to  a new  election. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  to  elect,  from  time  to 
time,  as  Honorary  Fellows,  such  persons  as  have  eminently 
distinguished  themselves  in  the  science  of  Surgery,  or  in  any  of 
the  branches  of  knowledge  auxiliary  thereto;  but  the  Diplomas 
of  such  election  shall  be  presented  to  such  persons  free  of 
expense,  and  shall  not  confer  any  corporate  privileges. 

7.  A Secretary,  who  shall  be  a Fellow  of  the  College, 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  College  at  large,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  in  each  year.  A Secretary  to  the  Council, 
who  shall  likewise  be  a Fellow  of  the  College,  shall  also  be 
elected  by  the  President  and  Council,  from  time  to  time,  as  a 
vacancy  may  occur.  The  duties  of  such  Secretary  to  the 
Council  shall  be  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council,  to 
arrange  the  order  of  business,  to  record  its  proceedings,  and  to 
conduct  its  correspondence. 


8.  A Registrar,  who  shall  not  be  a Fellow  or  Licentiate  of 
the  College,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council,  from  time  to  time, 
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as  a vacancy  may  occur,  and  shall  hold  his  situation  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council.  The  duties  of  such  Registrar  shall 
be,  to  keep  the  accounts  and  minute  books  of  the  Council  and 
College,  and  to  superintend  the  household  and  other  ordinary 
business. 

9.  A Librarian,  who  shall  be  a Fellow  of  the  College,  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
superintend  the  Library  and  carry  into  effect  the  directions  of 
the  Council  with  respect  thereto. 

10.  The  Professors  of  the  College,  that  is  to  say,  one  Pro- 
fessor of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  two  Professors  of  practical 
and  descriptive  Anatomy,  two  Professors  of  the  theory  and 
practice  of  Surgery,  one  Professor  of  Chemistry,  one  Professor  of 
the  theory  and  practice  of  Physic,  one  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  one  Professor  of  Midwifery,  one  Pro- 
fessor of  Medical  Jurisprudence,  one  Piofessor  of  Botany,  and 
one  Professor  to  deliver  lectures  on  the  provisions  required  for 
the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  public  and  the  precautions 
to  be  adopted  for  preventing  the  extension  of  disease,  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  Professorship  held  by  any  of  them 
shall  be  declared  by  the  Council  of  the  College  to  be  vacant. 
And  the  Council  shall,  in  each  year,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
May,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  consider  and  decide 
whether  any  Professorship  shall  or  shall  not  be  declared  vacant. 
And,  in  future,  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of 
a Professor,  or  in  case  of  the  foundation  of  a new  Professorship, 
notice  of  the  vacancy  and  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  election 
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of  a new  Professor  shall  be  inserted  three  times  in  two  of  the 
Dublin  newspapers,  at  least  twenty-eight  days  previously  to 
such  election. 

11.  No  Member  of  the  Council  can  be  a candidate  for  a 
newly  established  Professorship,  or  for  a Professorship  vacant 
by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  unless  he  shall  have  resigned 
his  office  of  Councillor  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  election  for 
such  Professorship. 

12.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  the  Council  shall  elect 

Three  Examiners  in  Medicine  and  Surgery, 

Two  Examiners  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 

One  Examiner  in  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Medical 
J urisprudence. 

One  Examiner  in  Midwifery. 

And  due  notice  of  such  election  shall  be  previously  given  in 
at  least  two  of  the  Dublin  newspapers. 

13.  Examiners  shall  be  selected  from  among-  the  Fellows 
of  the  College.  No  persons  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Professor- 
ships in  the  School  of  the  College,  unless  such  as  have  obtained 
either  a Degree  in  Medicine,  or  a Diploma  in  Surgery  from  a 
University  or  College  of  Surgeons  approved  of  by  the  Council. 

14.  It  shall  not  be  lawtul  to  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division 
or  bonus  in  money,  unto  or  between  any  of  the  Fellows, 

15.  No  Fellow  in  arrear  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or  speak 
at  the  meetings  of  the  College.

SECTION  II. 

EDUCATIONAL  BYE-LAWS. 

1.  Registration  of  Pupils. 

Every  person  requiring  to  be  registered  as  a pupil  on  tbe 
College  books  shall,  if  the  Council  think  fit,  be  so  registered,  if 
he  shall  have  laid  before  the  Council  a receipt  showing  that  he 
has  lodged,  to  the  credit  of  the  President  and  for  the  use  of  the 
College,  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  a registry  fee  of  five  guineas. 

2.  Qualifications  of  Candidates  for  Letters  Testimonial. 

Every  registered  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination 
for  Letters  Testimonial,  if  he  shall  have  laid  before  the  Council 
tbe  following  documents  : — 

a.  A receipt,  showing  tbat  he  has  lodged  a sum  of  twenty 
guineas  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  to  the  credit  of  the  President 
and  for  the  use  of  the  College  ; 

b.  A certificate  from  the  Examiners  of  the  College  that  he 
has  passed  an  examination  as  to  his  acquaintance  with  the 
Greek  and  Latin  Languages  ; 

c.  Certificates,  showing  that  he  has  been  engaged  in  the 
study  of  his  profession  for  not  less  -than  four  years,  three  of 
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which  shall  have  been  passed  in  attendance  on  lectures  or 
hospitals,  in  Dublin,  London,  Edinburgh,  or  Glasgow  ; 

d.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  an  hospital  recognized  by 

the  Council,  where  clinical  instruction  is  given,  during  three 
years ; 


e.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  three  courses  of  lectures  on 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  three  courses  of  lectures  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  Surgery,  and  of  the  performance  of  three  courses 
of  Dissections,  accompanied  by  Demonstrations  ; also,  certificates 
of  attendance  on  two  courses  of  lectures  on  Chemistry,  or  one 
course  of  lectures  on  general  and  one  on  practical  Chemistry ; 
one  course  of  lectures  on  Materia  Medica  ; one  course  of  lectures 
on  the  practice  of  Medicine  ; one  course  of  lectures  on  Midwifery’; 
and  one  course  of  lectures  on  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

3.  Qualifications  of  Candidates  for  the  Fellowship. 

Every  registered  Pupil,  or  Licentiate,  shall  be  admitted  to 
examination  for  the  Fellowship,  if  he  shall  have  laid  before  the 
Council  the  following  documents  : — 


a.  A receipt  showing  that  he  has  lodged  in  the  Bank  of 
Ireland,  for  the  use  of  the  College,  if  he  be  a Licentiate,  ten 
guineas,  or  an  undertaking  that,  in  case  he  shall  be  elected,  he 
will  pay  two  guineas  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year  to 
the  funds  of  the  College;  or  if  he  be  a registered  Pupil,  a 
receipt  for  twenty-five  guineas,  or  a receipt  for  fifteen  guineas, 
and  an  undertaking  that,  in  case  he  shall  be  elected,  he  will 
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pay  two  guineas  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year  to 
the  funds  of  the  College ; provided  in  either  case  he  intends 
to  reside  beyond  ten  miles  from  Dublin.  Should  the  Candi- 
date intend  to  reside  in  Dublin  or  within  ten  miles  thereof, 
he  shall  lodge,  if  he  be  a Licentiate,  twenty  guineas,  or 
ten  guineas,  and  an  undertaking  that,  in  case  he  shall  be 
elected,  he  will  pay  two  guineas  .on  the  first  day  of  May  in 
each  year  to  the  funds  of  the  College  ; or  if  he  be  a Registered 
Pupil,  thirty-five  guineas,  or  twenty-five  guineas,  and  an 
undertaking  that,  in  case  he  shall  be  elected,  he  will  pay  two 
guineas  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  to  the  funds  of 
the  College.  Fellows  entering  on  the  country  list,  who  may 
subsequently  settle  as  Practitioners  in  Dublin,  or  within  ten 
miles  thereof,  shall  pay  to  the  funds  of  the  College  ten  guineas 
in  a single  sum,  or  two  guineas  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each 
year  during  the  time  they  shall  practise  in  Dublin  , 

f).  A certificate  that  he  is  twenty-five  years  of  age  ; 

a.  A certificate  that  he  is  a Bachelor  of  Arts  of  some 
University,  or  that  he  has  been  examined  in  such  manner  as 
the  Council  may,  from  time  to  time  direct,  with  a view  to 
ascertain  that  he  has  obtained  a liberal  preliminary  education  ; 

d.  A certificate,  signed  by  two  or  more  Fellows  of  the 
College,  of  good  general  conduct  during  his  professional  educa- 
tion ; 

e.  Certificates  that  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  acquisition 
of  professional  knowledge  for  a period  of  not  less  than  six  years; 
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during  three  of  which  he  must  have  studied  in  one  or  more  of 
the  schools  and  hospitals  of  Dublin  recognized  by  the  Council. 
He  may  have  studied  for  the  other  three  years  in  any  school  or 
schools  of  the  United  Kingdom  which  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Council,  or  in  any  foreign  school  of  repute.  It  is  also  re- 
quired that  the  candidate  shall  have  had  opportunities  of  practical 
instruction,  as  house-surgeon  or  dresser  in  a recognized  hospital ; 

f.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  the  several  courses  of  lectures 
required  to  be  attended  by  candidates  for  Letters  Testimonial, 
together  with  one  course  of  lectures  on  comparative  Anatomy, 
one  course  of  lectures  on  Botany,  and  one  on  Natural  Phi- 
losophy ; 

g.  A thesis  on  some  medical  subject ; or  clinical  reports, 
with  observations,  of  six  or  more  medical  or  surgical  cases  taken 
by  himself. 

h.  Candidates  of  the  required  age  who  shall  have  taken 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  a British  or  Irish  University, 
and  have  complied  with  the  foregoing  regulations  in  other 
respects,  will  be  admitted  to  examination  at  the  end  of  five  years 
of  professional  study,  of  which  three  years  must  have  been 
passed  in  one  or  more  of  the  recognized  schools  or  hospitals  of 
Dublin. 

i.  Licentiates  of  the  College  who  may  not  be  able  to  show 
that  they  have  followed  the  course  of  study  specified  in  the 
preceding  regulations  may,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  their  Diploma,  be  admitted  to  the  examination  re- 
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quired  for  the  Fellowship,  provided  they  produce  such  evidence 
as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Council,  that  they  have  conducted 
themselves  honorably  in  the  practice  of  their  profession. 

4.  Qualifications  of  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  in 
Midwifery. 

Any  Fellow  or  Licentiate  of  the  College  shall  be  admitted 
to  an  examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Midwifery,  upon  laying 
before  the  Council  the  following  documents  : — 

a.  A certificate,  showing  that  he  has  attended  one  course 
of  lectures  on  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children 
delivered  by  a Professor  or  Lecturer  in  some  school  of  medicine 
or  surgery  recognized  by  the  Council  ; 

h.  A certificate  showing  that  he  has  attended  the  practice 
of  a lying-in-hospital  recognized  by  the  Council,  for  a period  of 
six  months  ; or,  the  practice  of  a dispensary  for  lying-in  women 
and  children  recognized  by  the  Council  and  devoted  to  this 
branch  of  surgery  alone  ; 

c.  A certificate  showing  that  he  has  conducted  thirty  labour 
cases  at  least. 

Candidates  for  the  Midwifery  Diploma  shall  be  publicly  ex- 
amined on  the  organization  of  the  female;  the  growth  and 
peculiarities  of  the  foetus  ; the  practice  of  Midwifery  ; and  the 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children  ; and  if  approved  of,  shall 
receive  a License  or  Diploma  certifying  the  same. 
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5.  Conduct  of  the  several  Examinations. 

a.  Examination  of  Candidates  for  Letters  Testimonial. 
The  examinations  of  candidates  for  Letters  Testimonial  shall 
be  held,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

Five  Examiners  at  least  shall  be  present  at  each  examina- 
tion. 

Each  Candidate  shall  be  examined  upon  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
the  theory  and  practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  Materia  Medica 
and  the  form  of  Prescription,  and  shall  perform  such  surgical 
operations  or  dissections,  or  explain  such  anatomical  and 
pathological  preparations  as  the  Examiners  may  require. 

Candidates  whose  answering  shall  be  found  insufficient  will 
not  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  a second  time,  until  after 
the  expiration  of  six  months  from  their  first  examination. 

b.  Examination  of  Candidates  for  the  Fellowship. 

The  examinations  for  the  Fellowship  shall  be  held  at  stated 
periods,  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

Five  Examiners  at  least,  together  with  the  President  or 
Vice-President  and  two  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  present 
at  each  examination. 

Each  Candidate  shall  be  examined  on  two  days,  with  such 
an  interval  as  the  Council  may  appoint. 
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The  subjects  of  the  first  examination  shall  be  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  (human  and  comparative ;)  those  of  the  second, 
Pathology,  Therapeutics,  the  theory  and  pratice  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  and  such  other  branch  of  medical  science  as  the  Council 
may,  from  time  to  time  direct. 

In  addition  to  the  oral  examinations,  candidates  shall  be  re- 
quired to  give  written  answers  to  written  or  printed  questions, 
to  be  delivered  to  them  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may 
direct. 

In  the  anatomical  examination,  the  Candidates  shall  also 
perform  dissections  and  operations  on  the  dead  body. 

Candidates  whose  answering  shall  be  found  insufficient  will 
not  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  a second  time,  until  after 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  their  first  examination. 

c.  Examination  in  Midwifery . 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Diploma  in  Midwifery, 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  Examiner  in  Midwifery,  and  the  Ex- 
aminers in  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  Such  examinations  shall 
be  held,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

Should  a candidate  be  rejected,  he  shall  not  again  be  ad- 
mitted to  an  examination  until  a period  of  three  months  shall 
have  elapsed  ; and  he  shall  then  be  obliged  to  produce  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  having  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  this 
branch  of  surgery  subsequent  to  such  rejection. 
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SECTION  III, 

MEDICAL  SCHOOLS. 


1 . School  of  the  College. 

3 he  school  of  the  College  shall  be  uuder  the  control  of  the 
President  and  Council,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  and 
supervision  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

2.  General  regulation  of  Schools. 

Certificates  shall  not  be  received  for  attendance  on  lectures 
delivered  in  Ireland,  unless  from  teachers  in  schools  permitting 
the  visitation  of  the  Council  and  receiving  their  sanction. 
Neither  shall  certificates  be  received  from  teachers  or  professors 
in  colleges  or  other  institutions  for  medical  or  surgical  education, 
in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  which  colleges  or  institutions  refuse 
to  i eceive,  as  qualifications  tor  a degree  or  license,  the  certificates 
issued  by  Professors  in  the  College  of  Surgeons ; nor  shall  cer- 
tificates be  received  from  teachers  who  deliver  lectures  upon 
more  than  one  distinct  subject,  as  hitherto  allotted  to  Professors 
in  Colleges  and  Universities. 

This  regulation  shall  not,  however,  exclude  the  certificate 
of  two  or  more  teachers  who  may  deliver  conjointly,  separate, 
perfect,  and  distinct  courses  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  on 
the  theory  and  practice  of  Surgery 
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Certificates  shall  not  be  received  for  attendance  on  lectures 
on  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  unless  such  lectures  shall  have  been 
delivered  upon  at  least  five  days  of  each  week  of  the  usual 
winter  season,  between  October  and  May,  nor  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  Surgery,  unless  delivered  within  the  same 
period,  on  at  least  three  days  in  each  week. 


The  courses  of  lectures  on  the  practice  of  Medicine,  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica,  Midwifery,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  shall 
consist  of  sixty  lectures  at  least ; and  the  courses  of  Dissections 
and  Demonstrations  shall  be  of  six  months’  duration. 


Certificates  shall  not  hereafter  be  received  for  attendance  on 
lectures  delivered  in  Ireland,  unless  from  persons  who  shall  have 
acquired,  either  by  education  or  practice,  such  ample  information 
on  professional  subjects  generally  as  is  required  from  candidates 
for  the  Fellowship  of  the  College,  and  who  shall  have  enjoyed 
such  opportunities  of  acquiring  information  on  the  particular 
subjects  upon  which  they  propose  to  lecture,  as  the  Council  may 
consider  necessary  to  qualify  them  to  perform  that  duty.

ORDINANCES 


OE  COUNCIL. 


Order  of  Proceedings. 

“ Resolved — That  at  Meetings  of  Council  the  President, 
when  present,  shall  take  the  chair,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
President,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Member  of  Council 
present  who  may  be  senior  on  the  College  List  of  Fellows  ; and 
that  business  shall  be  transacted  in  the  following  order  : — 

L — the  Secretary  shall  read  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
meeting. 

2- — The  Chairman  of  the  day  shall  sign  the  Minute  Book, 

3.- — Ordinary  business  shall  be  transacted. 

d. — Notices  of  Motion  shall  be  discussed  and  determined  upon. 

5. — Notices  of  Motions,  for  consideration  at  future  meetings, 
shall  be  received  and  filed.” 

“ Resolved — That  the  following  standing  Sub-Committees 
shall  be  nominated  : — 

1 • — A Treasury  Committee,  to  consist  of  the  President,  or,  in 
his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  and  two  Councillors,  whose 
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names  shall  be  returned  to  the  Bank  ; the  duty  of  which  Com- 
mittee shall  be,  to  keep  the  Bank  Account  with  the  College  and 
to  sign  checks  for  payment  of  accounts,  when  these  shall  have 
been  passed  by  the  Council,  such  signing  to  be  done  by  three 
Members  of  the  Committee  in  the  presence  of  each  other; 

2.  — A Committee  of  Economy,  to  consist  of  five  Councillors, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business  ; the  duty 
of  which  Committee  shall  be  to  superintend  the  outlay  of  all 
moneys  required  for  the  service  of  the  College,  to  examine  all 
estimates,  to  audit  all  accounts,  and  to  report  to  the  Council  upon 
every  matter  connected  with  the  expenditure  of  the  College. 

3.  — A Committee  of  Inspection,  to  consist  of  five  Councillors, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business  ; the  duty 
of  which  Committee  shall  be  to  investigate  the  claims  of  Candi- 
dates for  Fellowship,  or  for  the  License  of  the  College,  and  to 
report  to  the  Council  thereon,  previous  to  the  issuing  of  orders 
for  the  examination  of  such  Candidates.” — l%th  January,  1844. 

Examinations . 

“ Resolved — That  the  payment  to  each  Examiner  shall  be 
half-a-guinea  for  the  examination  of  each  candidate  : 

That  the  Examiners  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  be 
eligible  to  be  re-elected  from  year  to  year: 

That  the  Examiners  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Fel- 
lows of  the  College.” — -26th  January , 1844. 
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“ Resolved — That  two  Members  of  Council  shall  attend  the 
Examinations  in  rotation.”- — 22 nd  October , 1844. 

“ Ordered. — That  in  making  up  the  accounts  of  the  expenses 
of  Examinations,  each  Examiner  shall  be  allowed  his  fee  for 
those  days  only,  in  which  he  shall  be  actually  present  at  an 
Examination  ; 

That  in  deciding  upon  the  merits  of  candidates,  every  Exa- 
miner present  shall  write  the  word  “yes  ” or  “ no,”  as  the  case 
may  be,  together  with  his  own  name,  upon  a slip  of  paper,  and 
hand  the  same  to  one  of  the  Councillors  present,  and  that  no 
Candidate  shall  be  considered  to  have  passed  unless  an  absolute 
majority  of  those  present  shall  so  determine  ; and  in  case  no 
Councillor  shall  attend,  that  the  votes  shall  be  collected  in  like 
manner  by  the  senior  Examiner,  who  shall,  nevertheless, 
himself  vote.” — 28 th  March,  1849. 

“ Resolved — That  the  order  of  March  28,  shall  remain  in 
force,  but  that  the  Examiners  shall  be  at  liberty,  if  they  so 
please,  to  retire  from  the  Examination  Hall  after  the  conclusion 
of  each  examination,  to  consider  their  decision,  and  that  having 
decided  upon  the  answering  of  the  Candidate  by  their  written 
votes  delivered  to  the  senior  Examiner,  they  shall  then  return 
to  the  Examination  Hall  and  report  the  result  to  the  Member 
or  Members  of  Council  who  may  be  present ; or  if  no  Councillor 
be  present,  to  the  Council  at  large,  at  their  next  meeting.” — 12^/j 
May,  1849. 
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In  reporting  the  foregoing  Order  and  Resolution  to  the 
College,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May,  1849,  the  Council 
added  the  following  comment : — “ The  Council  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  an  opinion,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to 
establish  an  understanding,  that  gentlemen  s hould  not  be 
continued  in  the  office  of  Examiners  during  a period  longer  than 
five  successive  years.” 

“ Resolved — That  Candidates  for  Letters  Testimonial  who 
shall  have  attended  Metropolitan  Hospitals  during  three  Winter 
Sessions  of  six  months  each,  shall  be  considered  to  have  per- 
formed sufficient  hospital  attendance,  if  they  shall  be  able  to  pro- 
duce certificates  of  regular  daily  attendance  during  a like  number 
of  months  at  a County  Infirmary,  or  Provincial  Surgical  Hospital 
containing  at  least  fifty  beds  ; provided  the  Surgeons  of  such 
Infirmaries  or  Hospitals  shall  make  Returns  to  this  College  in 
the  months  of  May  and  November  in  each  year,  of  the  number 
of  Students  so  attending.” — 23 rd  January , 1846. 

“ Resolved — That  the  Council  being  anxious  to  encourage 
liberal  education  among  candidates  for  Fellowships  and  Letters 
Testimonial,  in  future  all  graduates  in  arts  of  the  University 
of  Dublin,  being  registered  pupils  of  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  for  Fellowship  and  Letters 
Testimonial,  provided  they  produce  the  certificates  of  Surgical 
Education  required  by  the  Bye-Laws,  and  of  such  course  of 
education,  the  several  certificates  of  the  School  of  Physic  now 
required  by  the  “ Regulations  of  the  University”  to  be  pro- 
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duced  by  candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine, 
shall  be  received  as  part.” — 4 th  December , 1850. 

“ Resolved — That  Students  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Classical  Examination,  and  be  registered,  upon  payment  of  five 
shillings  ; and  that  they  shall  be  permitted  to  read  in  the  Library 
and  enjoy  the  other  privileges  of  registered  pupils,  according  to 
the  Bye-Laws  and  Regulations,  upon  payment  of  the  Registra- 
tion fee  of  five  guineas  ; 

“ That  the  Examiners  be  directed  to  examine  candidates  for 
registration  in  Greek,  in  the  Gospel  of  St.  John;  and  in  Latin, 
in  the  first  five  books  of  the  .ZEneid  of  Virgil  ; 

“ That  Sessional  Examinations  shall  be  established,  to  be  held 
each  year,  in  the  month  of  May,  whereat  such  registered  Pupils 
as  desire  to  present  themselves  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes, 
a senior  and  a junior  ; 

“ That  the  Pupils  of  the  Junior  Class  shall  be  required  to 
have  been  in  attendance  in  a recognized  School  during,  at 
least,  two  Winter  Sessions;  and  the  Pupils  of  the  Senior 
Class  during,  at  least,  three  Winter  Sessions  ; 

« That  the  Junior  Class  shall  be  examined  in  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  and  the  Elements  of  Surgery  and  Medicine  ; and 
the  Senior  Class  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Surgery  and  Me- 
dicine, and  the  Elements  of  Chemistry  and  Materia  Medica; 

L 
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“ That  such  Pupils  as  shall  pass  a Sessional  Examination 
in  each  of  the  two  Classes  respectively,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Examiners,  shall  be  subjected  to  but  one  day’s  examina- 
tion upon  the  final  trial  for  the  Letters  Testimonial  of  the 
College." — 1th  April , 1847. 


Museum. 

“ Curator . — Candidates  for  the  office  of  Curator  of  the  Museum 
shall  be  Fellows  or  Licentiates  of  the  College. 

“ They  shall,  in  addition  to  their  cpralifications  as  Fellows  or 
Licentiates,  submit  proofs  to  the  Council  of  their  possessing  such 
knowledge  of  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Pathology  as  will 
enable  them  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a Curator  efficiently. 

u They  shall  lay  before  the  Council,  before  the  day  of  election, 
such  preparations  in  Human  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  and 
in  Pathology  as  tliev  may  consider  best  calculated  to  demonstrate 
their  skill  and  abilities. 

“ They  shall  be  prepared  to  prove,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Council,  that  the  preparations  exhibited  have  been  entirely  made, 
prepared,  and  preserved  by  their  own  hauds,  and  that  they  have 
not  been,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  made  or  prepared  before  the 
date  of  the  announcement  of  the  election. 

“ The  Curator  shall  receive  a salary  of  Fifty  Pounds  a year,  for 
superintending  and  preserving  the  Museum,  and  such  additional 
grant  as  the  Council  may  think  fit  for  new  preparations. 
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“ The  Curator  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  lay  before  the 
Council  such  preparations  as  he  shall  have  made  during  that 
period,  and  a statement  in  detail  of  all  works  executed  and 
duties  performed  by  him  during  that  period. 

“ He  shall,  on  the  first  Friday  in  May,  in  each  year,  present  to 
the  Council,  a memorial  stating  the  duties  he  has  performed  and 
the  preparations  and  repairs  he  has  made  during  the  year,  and 
praying,  that  on  the  ground  of  such  discharge  of  duties  and  works 
performed,  he  shall  be  re-elected. 

After  the  reading  of  such  memorial,  on  such  first  Friday  in 
May,  a motion  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  if  made  and  se- 
conded by  two  Members,  that  the  Curator  shall  be  re-elected, 
and  if  carried  by  a majority  of  Members  then  present,  who  shall 
vote  by  ballot  on  the  question,  he  shall  be  re-elected. 

“ If  at  any  time  he  shall  be  elected  a Member  of  Council,  and 
shall  accept  such  office,  and  make  the  declaration  required  to  be 
made  by  Councillors,  he  shall,  ipso  facto,  vacate  his  situation  as 
Curator,  and  shall  be  ineligible  as  a candidate  for  that  office,  as 
long  as  he  remains  a Member  of  Council. 

“ He  shall  superintend  and  instruct  such  students  as  the  Coun- 
cil shall  appoint  to  be  instructed  in  Human  and  Comparative 
Anatomy,  with  a view  to  their  appointment  as  Assistant  Sur- 
geons in  the  Army,  according  to  the  suggestions  of  Sir  James 
M‘Grigor. 
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u No  candidate  for  the  office  of  Curator  shall  be  eligible,  if  he 
holds  any  situation  as  Teacher  or  Lecturer  in  any  school,  or  has 
any  interest,  pecuniary  or  otherwise,  in  any  other  Museum  what- 
ever ; and  if  the  Curator  shall,  at  any  time  after  his  appoint- 
ment, become  a Teacher  or  Lecturer  in  any  school,  or  shall 
acquire  an  interest  in,  or  take  part  in  the  management  of,  any 
Museum  whatever,  he  shall  be  removed  and  shall  cease  to  fill 
such  office. 

“ The  Curator  shall  be  required  to  enter  carefully  in  the  cata- 
logue, all  new  preparations  with  such  descriptions  of  them  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  them  available  tor  instruction  here- 
after. 

“ Students  in  Anatomy. — The  Council  shall  nominate  and  ap- 
point two  Students  in  Human  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  to  be 
instructed  by  the  Curator  in  the  art  of  making  Anatomical 
preparations. 

l(  At  the  expiration  of  three  years,  from  the  date  of  such  ap- 
pointment, the  Council  shall,  after  due  examination  of  such 
Students  in  Human  and  Comparative  Anatomy  and  in  Natural 
History,  including  Botany,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Curator, 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  have  discharged  their 
duties,  select  the  best  informed  and  mostskiltul  to  be  recommended 
to  the  Director-General  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Army,  in  conformity  with  his  communication  to  the  College  of 
January,  1840.” — 20 th  February , 1846. 
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“ By  grant  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
bearing  date  4th  December,  1846,  the  Council  are  permitted 
to  recommend  a candidate  for  an  Assistant  Surgeoncy  in  the 
Royal  Navy  every  third  year ; such  candidate  to  be  selected 
from  among  those  gentlemen  who  may  have  obtained  a 
Studentship  in  the  College.  And  upon  the  1st  of  April,  1847, 
the  permission  of  recommending  candidates  for  Assistant 
Surgeoncies  in  the  Army,  granted  to  the  Council  by  the  Di- 
rector-General, was  enlarged  by  a permission  to  recommend, 
every  second  year,  for  the  commission  of  Assistant  Surgeon, 
a gentleman  found  by  the  Council  to  possess  “ acquirements 
in  Natural  History,  particularly  in  Zoology  and  Botany ; 
and  in  minute  Human  and  Comparative  Anatomy." 

Periodical  Meetings  of  the  College. 

“ Resolved — That  the  College  shall  meet  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  September,  and  the  second  Monday  in  January,  to  re- 
ceive Reports  from  the  Council." — 28th  June,  1848. 

The  College  also  meets  each  year  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
May,  to  elect  Examiners ; on  the  last  Monday  in  May  to 
receive  the  Annual  Report;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  June 
to  elect  officers.

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AMENDMENTS  IN  BYE-LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES  ADOPTED 
SINCE  JANUARY,  1851. 


6 th  Jan.  1853 — Bye-Laws,  10th.  clause  of  1st  section, 
amended  by  the  insertion  of  the  words  “ one  Professor 
of  Logic”  immediately  after  the  word  “ Botany”  in  the 
7th  line  of  the  clause. 

9th  March , 1853 — Bye-laws,  12th  clause  of  1st  section, 
amended  by  the  omission  of  the  words  between  the  word 
“ elect”  in  the  2nd  line  and  the  word  “ and”  in  the  8th 
line,  and  the  following  words  substituted  therefor, 
viz  : — “ Seven  Examiners  to  examine  candidates  for  Fel- 
lowship and  Letters  Testimonial,  and  three  Examiners  to 
examine  candidates  for  the  Diploma  in  Midwifery.” 

Also,  5th  clause  of  2nd  section,  paragraph  c,  amended 
by  the  substitution  of  the  word  “ Examiners”  for  the 
word  “ Examiner”  in  the  2nd  line,  and  by  the  omission 
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of  the  words  “ and  the  Examiners  in  Anatomy  and  Phy- 
siology” in  the  2nd  and  3rd  lines. 

ORDINANCES  OF  COUNCIL. 

Resolved, — “ That  candidates  for  Studentships  shall 
shew  their  fitness  for  the  appointment  by  undergoing 
an  examination  and  performing  dissections  in  Compara- 
tive Anatomy. 

“ That  each  Student  shall  serve  in  the  Museum  under 
the  superintendance  of  the  Curator,  for  the  space  of  two 
years,  or  if  a Licentiate,  for  one  year. 

“ That  each  Student  shall  pay  the  sum  of  £10  10s. 
each  year  to  the  Curator  ; £5  5s.  at  the  commencement 
and  £5  5s.  at  the  end  of  each  year.” — 18/A  May,  1853. 

NEW  BYE-LAW. 

3rd  March,  1854 — “ Candidates  for  the  Letters  Testi- 
monial of  the  College  who  shall  produce  certificates  from 
the  Council  of  one  of  the  Queen’s  Colleges,  that  they 
have  passed  a full  examination  in  the  subjects  of  study 
prescribed  in  the  course  of  Matriculation  for  Arts,  and 
have  been  admitted  matriculated  students  of  the  College 
in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  shall  be  admitted  to  examina- 
tion, provided  they  shall  produce  the  Certificates  of  Sur- 
gical Education  required  by  the  Bye-Laws  of  this  College, 
and  of  such  course  of  education  the  several  Certificates  of 
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the  Professors  of  the  Queen’s  Colleges  now  required  by 
the  Senate  of  the  Queen’s  University  to  be  produced  by 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  be 
received  as  part;  and  also  provided,  that  of  the  four 
years  during  which  they  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the 
acquisition  of  professional  knowledge  two  shall  have 
been  passed  in  attendance  on  Lectures  and  Hospitals  in 
Dublin,  London  or  Edinburgh.” 

NEW  BYE-LAW. 

11^  August,  1854 — With  the  view  of  facilitating 
the  supply  of  Surgeons  for  the  Army  and  Navy  during 
the  continuance  of  the  War,  Candidates  for  Letters  Tes- 
timonial of  this  College  who  may  not  have  been  educated 
in  strict  conformity  with  the  Bye-laws  of  the  College, 
shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination,  provided  they  satisfy 
the  Council  that  they  have  gone  through  a course  of 
education  fully  equivalent  to  that  required  by  the  Bye- 
Laws,  now  in  force.” 

ORDINANCES  OF  COUNCIL. 

Resolved, — “ That  with  the  view  of  facilitating  the 
supply  of  Surgeons  for  the  Army  and  Navy  diming  the

Letters  Testimonial  of  the  College.” — Wth  August , 1854. 
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Resolved, — “ That  Candidates  will  be  admitted  to 
examination  under  the  provision  of  the  Bye-Law  passed 
on  the  11th  August,  1854,  on  their  presenting  a Certifi- 
cate or  Letter  from  the  head  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Army  or  Navy  purposing  to  employ  them,  signify- 
ing such  intention  when  they  have  been  proved  com- 
petent.”— 24 th  Nov.,  1854. 

Resolved, — “ That  the  Ordinance  regulating  the 
office  of  Curator  of  the  Museum  shall  be  amended  by 
omitting  the  words  in  the  first  and  second  paragraphs 
between  the  word  “ shall”  in  the  2nd  line,  1st  paragraph, 
and  the  word  “ Licentiate”  in  the  2nd  line  of  the  2nd 
paragraph,  both  inclusive.” — 1st  Sept.,  1855. 

Resolved, — “ That  the  salary  of  the  Curator  of  the 
Museum  shall,  in  future,  be  £80  a-year  with  a gratuity 
in  each  year  not  to  exceed  £40.”
